CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: October 4, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property, (b) The use 
of a room, table, or other facilities necessary for the proper examination of the 
records and inspection of the property or animals must be extended to APHIS 
officials by the dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler or carrier, and a responsible 
adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS officials during the inspection 
process. 

You failed to make a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 
officials and complete an inspection at your facility. 

Date of Violation: January 3, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property, (b) The use 
of a room, table, or other facilities necessary for the proper examination of the 
records and inspection of the property or animals must be extended to APHIS 
officials by the dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler or carrier, and a responsible 
adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS officials during the inspection 
process. 

You failed to make a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 
officials and complete an inspection at your facility. 

Date of Violation: April 2, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care (dealers 
and exhibitors), (b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs 
of adequate veterinary care that include: (2) The use of appropriate methods to 
prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability of 
emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following 
animals at your facility: 

1) An adult female Bulldog whose right front leg was swollen and who 
was not bearing weight on this leg; 

2) An adult male Silky Terrier with an accumulation of dark brown 
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material coating the entire surface of his upper cheek teeth and a 
creamy white discharge along the gum line who was also observed 
holding his right front leg and foot up off the floor; 

3) A thin adult female Shih Tzu whose backbone and hip bones were 
protruding and could be easily felt; 

4) An adult male Pomeranian with bloody discharge along the gum line 
of his right side cheek tooth which appeared to be turned sideways 
towards the interior cheek; 

5) An adult female Pug with an enlarged right eye that appeared to be 
bulging from its socket with a red lesion on its surface; 

6) An adult male Cocker Spaniel with a red and/or purple colored 
lesion between the toes of his back left foot; and 

7) A German shepherd observed limping constantly over a three to four 
minute period on its left front leg. 

Date of Violation: August 6, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 3.6(a)(2)(x) Primary enclosures, (a) General requirements. (2) 
Primary enclosures must be constructed and maintained so that they: (x) Have 
floors that are constructed in a manner that protects the dogs' and cats' feet and 
legs from injury, and that, if of mesh or slatted constmction, do not allow the 
dogs' and cats' feet to pass through any openings in the floor. 

APHIS officials observed the feet and legs of one puppy passing 
through the floor openings of his enclosure. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $8,000. 
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
